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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the claim language as recited in claim 1 clearly 
meets figures 4A-4B and col. 10, lines 38-42 in the reference of Takeuchi (U.S. 5,641,696). For example, applicant argued that Takeuchi 
does not disclose "the second ion implantation which Is carried out with a second acceleration energy higher than the first acceleration 
energy". In response, the examiner disagrees with applicant's argument because Takeuchi clearly discloses in col. 10, lines 38-42 that 
"second concentration lower than the first predetermined concentration", this means the second concentration/mass is lower than the first 
concentration/mass. And since the second concentration/mass of the second ion implantation is lower than the first concentration/mass 
of the first ion implantation, the second acceleration energy is then considered to be higher then the first acceleration engergy because 
one skilled in the art would know that the acceleration energy is proportional to the concentration/mass, this means the smaller 
concentration/mass of the ion implatation the higher acceleration energy of ion implatation. 
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
